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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to the following communications: The Application filed 
on 10/24/03 and the Information Disclosure Statement filed on Oct. 24, 2003 and Nov. 03, 
2003. 

2. Claims 1 - 16 are pending on this application. Claims 1, 4, 5, 9 and 13 are 
independent claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1- 16 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1, 4, 5, 9 and 13, in addition to other elements in the 
respective claim, the prior art does not teach a memory system comprising: when power 
supply to the memory module is started and initialization of the memory module begins, 
the output switching means selects output from the ID information output circuit before 
the memory module is initially written. Therefore, if reading is performed at any address 
before the initial writing is done, ID information for the memory module will be read out 
from the ID information output circuit.

Williams et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,982,697) discloses a memory devices which 
are initially programmed to have a desired control operation feature and which are 
reprogrammed during normal operation. 

Sredanovic et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,084,803) discloses the initialization 
operation is performed when an appropriate signal is received on one or more 
terminals. 

Dulong (U.S. Patent No. 6,484,255 B1) discloses an initialization value is 
determined that identifies the potential storage location for the currently selected data 
element of the packed data operand to be selectively written. 

Ryan et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,535,450 B1) discloses the identification value 
assigned to each memory device is stored in an ID register which may be located at the 
associated memory device.
